Harrison’s annual message to Congress, de- 
livered to the Senate and House to-day: 

To the Senate and Hi of Representatives: 

The reports ot the several Executive De- 
partments, which will be laid before Congress 
in the usual course, will exhibit in detail the 
operations of the vernmeént for the last 
fiscal year. Only the mere important tinci- 
dents and resuite and chietliy such as 
may be the foupdation of the recom- 
mendations I shall eabmit, will de 
referred to is annual § message. 

The vast and jlhusiness of the 
Government ler un tra vy tie sev- 
eral departments during the year with faitn- 
fulness, energy and success. The revenues, 
amounting to above $450, 000, 000. have boen col- 
lected and disbursed without revealing, 80 
far as I can ascertain, a single case of defaica- 
tion orembezzlement. An earnesteffort bas 
been made to stimulate a sense of responsi- 
bility and public duty In all officers and em- 
ployes of every grade, and the work done by 
them has alm st wholly escaped unfavorable 
criticlem. Ispeak of these matters with free- 
dom, because the credit of this good work is 
not mine, butis shared bythe heads of the 
several departments with tbe great body of 
faithful officers and employes who serve 
under them. The closest scrutiny of Congress 
is invited to all the methods of administra- 
tion, and to every item of expenditure. 


Foreign Relations. 


The friendly relations of our country with 
the nations of Europe and of the East have 
been undisturbed, while the ties of good will 
and common interest that bind us to the States 
of the Western Hemisphere bave been notably 


strengthened by the conference held in this 
capital to consider measures for the general 
welfare. Pursuant to the invitation author- 
ized by Cougress, the representatives 
of every independent State on the Amer- 
ican continent and of Haytt met in confer- 
ence in this capital in October, 1889, and con- 
tinued in session until the 19th of last April. 
This important convocation marks a most in- 
teresting and influential epoch in the history 
of the Western hemisphere. It is noteworthy 
that Brazil, invited while under an Imperial 
farm of Government, shared asa Republic in 
the deliberations and results of the confer- 
ence. The recommendations of this confer- 
ence were all transmitted to Congress at the 
last session. 

THE INTERNATIONAL MARINE CONFERENCE. 

The International Marine Conference which 
satat Washington last winter reached a very 
gratifying result. The reguiations suggested 
have been brought to the attention ot all the 
Governments represented and their general 


adoption is confidently expected. The legis- 
lation of Congress at the last session is in 
conformity with the propositions of the con- 
ference and the proclamation therein pro- 
vided for will be issued when the other powers 
have given notice of their adhesion. 

THE BRUSSELS CONFERENCE. 

The conference of Brussels to devide means 
for suppressing the slave trade in Africa, 
afforded an opportunity fora new expression 
of the interest the American people feel in 
that great work. It soon became evident that 
the meastire proposed qould tax the re- 
sources of the Congo Basin, beyond the 
revenues avaliable ander the general act of | 
Berlin of 1884. The United States, not being a 
party to that act, could not sbare in its re- 
vision, but by a separate act the — 2 om 
State ‘of the Cong . was fre 
the restrictions upon * eustoms 
revenue. The demoralizing and destructive 
traffic in ardent spirts among the tribes also 
claimed the earnest attention of the confer- 
ence, and the delegites of the United States 
were for@most in aiivocating measures for 
its repzession. An wcord was reached, the 
influence of which wil be very heipfal and 
extend over a wide region. Assoon as these 
measures shall ive the sanction of the 
Netherlands, fora time withheld, the general 
acts will be submittef for ratification by the 
Senate. Meanwhile negotiations bave n 
opened for a new ind complete treaty of 
) friendship, commerc¢ and navigation between 
the United States andthe Independent State 
of the Congo. 

THE BRAZILIAN REPUBLIC.

THE KILLING OF BARRUNDIA. 

The killing of Gen. Barrundia on board the 
Pacific Mail steamer Acapulco while anchored 
on transit inthe port of San Jese de Guate- 
mala, demanded careful inquiry. Having 
failed im a. revolutionary. attempt to invade 


Guatemalafrom Mexican territery Gen. Bar- 
rundia took passage at Acapulco for Panama. 
The consent of the representatives of the 
United States was sought to effect his seizure, 
first at Champrico, where the steamer 


Captain of the steamer refused to give up bis 
assenger witbout a written order from the 
Jnited States Minister; the latter furnished 

the desired letter, stipulating as the conditions 

ot his action, that Gen. Barrundia’s life 
should be spared and that he should be tried 
only for offenses growing out at his insurrec- 
tionary movements. bis letter was pre- 
sented to the Captain of the Acapulco by the 
military commander at San Jose as his war-

THE NICARAGUA CANAL PROJECT. 
The Nicaragua Canal project, under the con-

During the year negotiations have been re- 
newed for the settlement of the claims of 
American citizens against the Government of 
Chill, principally growing out ot the late war 
with Peru.

CHINA. ‘ 

Our relations with China, which have for 
several years occupied so important a place 
in our diplomatic history, have called for 
careful consideration and have been the sub- 
ject of much correspondence. The comman!l- 
cations of the Chinese Minister bave brought 
into view the whole subject of our conven- 
tional relations with bis country; and at the 
same time thie Government, through its lega- 
tlon at Peking, has sought to arrange various 
matters and complaints touching the inter- 
ests and pretection of our citizens in China. 
In pursuance of the concurrent resolution of 
Oct. 1, 1890, I have proposed to the Govern- 
ments of Mexico, and Great Britaiu, to con- 
sider a conventional regulation of the pass- 
ing of Chinese laborers across our Southern 
and Northern frontiers. 

THE CARLOS BUTTERFIELD CLALM. 

On the 22d day of August last, Sir Edmund 
Monson, the arbitrartor selected under the 
treaty of Dec. 6, 1888, rendered an award to 
the effect that no compensation was due from 
the Danish Governwentto the United States 
on account of what is commonly known as the 
Oarilos Luttertield ciaim.

RELATIONS WITH GREAT BRITAIN. 


Britain, after due ratificatification, was pro- 
claimed on the 25th of last March. Its benefi- 
clal working is already apparent. The differ- 
ence between the two Governments touching 
the fur seal question in the Behring Sea Is not 
yet adjusted, as will be seen by the corres- 
pondence which wilf soon be laid before Con- 
gress. The offer to submit the question to 
arbitration, as proposed „ Her Majesty's 
Government, has not accepted, 
for the reason that the form of sub- 

mission proposed is not thought to be caicu- 
lated to assureacenciusion satisfactory to 
either party. It is sincereiy hoped that be- 
fore the opening of another sealing séason 
some arrangements may be effected which will 
assure to the United States a preperty right, 
derived from Russia, which was not disre- 
garded by any nation for more than eighty 
years preceding the outbreak ofthe existing 
troubles. 

HAWAII AND THE M’KINLEY BILL. 

In the tariffact a wrong was done to the 
Kingdom of Hawaii which Iam bound to pro- 
sume was wholly unintentional. Duties were 
levied on certain commodities which are in- 
cluced in the reciprocity treaty now existing 
between the United States and the Kingdom 
of Hawaii without indicating the pecessgry 
exception in favor ot that kingdom. I hope 
Congress will repair what might otherwise 
seem to be a oreach of faith en the part of 
this gevernment. 

MR. VANBOKKREL’S CLAIM. 

Am award in favor of the United States in 
the matter of the claim of Mr. Vanbokel 
against Hayti was rendered on Dec. 4, 1888, 
but owing to disorders then and afterwards 
prevailing in Haysi, the terms of payment 
were not observed.

effected. 

‘MEXICAN AFFAIRS, 

The friendship between our country and 
Mexico, bon of close neighborhood and 
strengthened by many considerations of in- 
timate intercourse and reciprocal interest, 
has never been more conspicuous than now, 
nor more hopeful of increaséd benefit to bath 
nations. The intercourse of the two coun- 
tries by rail, ee great, is making con- 
stant growth. e establisned lines and 
those recently projected addto the intimacy 
of traffic and open new channels of access to 
fresh areas of demand and supply. The im- 

ortance of the Mexican Railwav system will 

e further enhanced, toa degree almost im- 
possible to forecast, if itshould become a 
link lu the projected Inter-Continental BEail- 
wav. I recommend that our mission in the 
City of Mexico be raised to the first class. 


RELATIONS WITH SPAIN. 
The cordial character of our relations with 
Spain warraasts the hope that oy the contia- 
uance of methods of friendly negotiation, 
much may be accomplished in the direction 
of an adjustment of »eanding questions and of 


the increase of ourtrade. The extent and 
development of our trade withthe Isiand of 
Cuba invest the commercial relations of the 
United States and Spain with a peculiar im- 
portance.

THE ANTI-LOTTERY Law. 

The passage of the act to amend certain 
Sections of the revised statutes relating to lot- 
teries, approved Sept. 19, 1890, has been re- 
oeived with great and deserved popular favor. 
‘The Poest-office Department and the Depart- 
ment of Justice at once entered upon the en- 
forcement of the law with sympathetic visor, 
and already the nublic malls have been large 
ly freed from the fraudulent and demoralizing 
appeals and literature emanating from the 
lottery companies. 


The Navy. 


The construction and equipment of the new 
ships for the navy have made very satisfactory 
progress. Since March 4, 1889, nine new vee- 
sels have been pat in commission, and during 
this winter four more, including one monitor, 
wilt be added. The construction of the other 
vessels authorized is being pushed, both in 
the Government and private yards, with 
energy and watched with the most scrupulous 
care. 

ARMOR PLATES. 

The experiments conducted during the year 
to test the relative resisting power of armor 
plates have been 80 valuable as to attract 


great attention in Europe. Theonly part of 
the work upon the pew ships that is threat- 
ened by unusual deiay is the armor plating, 
and every effort is being made to reduce that 
tothe minimum. Itiga source of cengratu- 
lation thet the anticipated influence of these 
modern vessels upon the esprit de corps of 
the officers and seamen has been fully rea- 
ized. Confidence and pride in the ship among 
the crew are equivalent to a secondary Dat- 
tery. Your favorable consideration is 
invited tothe recommendations of the 8ec- 
‘Fetary. 


Department of the Interior. 


The report of the Secretary of the Interior 
exhibite with great fullness and clearness the 
Fast work of that department and the satis- 


facto results attained. The suggestions 
made by him are earnestiy commended to the 
consideration of Congress, tthough they can- 
all be given particular mention here. 

The several acts of Congress looking tothe 
reduction of the largerindian reservations, 
to the more rapid settlement of the Indians 
upon individual allotments andthe restora- 
tion to the public domain of lands In excess 
of their needs, have been largely carried in- 
to effect so far as the work was confined to 
the executive. Agreements have been 
concluded since March 4, 1889, 
Involving the cession to the United 
States of about 14,726,000 acres of land. Thess 
contracts have, as required by law, been sub- 
mitted to Congress for ratification and for the 
appropriations necessary to carry them into 
2 Bet. Those with the Sisseton and Wahbpe- 
ton, Sac and Fox, Iowa, Pottawatomies and 
Mhawnees, and Cour  D’Aieve tribes 
have not yet received the sanction of Con- 
gress. Attention is also called to the fact that 
the appropriations made in the case of the 
Bioux Indians have not eovered all the stipu- 
lated payments, This should be premptiy 
corrected. It an agreement is confirmed all 
of ite terme should be complied with without 
deluy, and full appropriations should be 
made. 

THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 

The policy outlined in my last annual mes- 
gage in relation tothe patenting of lands to 
settlers upon the public domain has been car- 
ried out in the administration of the Land- 


Office. No general suspicion nor imputation 
of fraud bas been allowed to delay the hear- 
ing ana adjucation of individual cases upon 
their mérits. The purpose has been to per- 
fect the titie of honest settlers with such 
promptness that the value of the entry might 
not be swallowed up bythe expense and ex- 
tortions to which delay subjected the claim- 
ant. The average monthly issue of agricul- 
tural patents hase been increased about six 
thousand. 
PENSIONS. 

The disability pension act, which was ap- 
proved on the 27th of June last, has been put 
into operation as rapidly as was practicable. 
The increased clerical force as provided was 


pélected and assigned to work, and a cunsid- 
erabie pat of the force engaged in examina- 
tions in the leid was recalied and added to 
the working torce of the office. The examin- 
ation and adjudication of claims have, by 
reasen of improved methods, been 
rapid than ever before. There 
nO economy to the Government in 
Gelay, while there is much hardship and in- 
ustice to the soldier. The anticipated ex- 
enditure, while very large, will not, it is 
elleved, be in excess ofthe estimates made 
before the enactment of the law. ‘This liberal 
enlargement of the eoneral law should suggest 
@more careful scrutiny of bills for special 
relief, both as to the cures where relief is 
granted and as to the amount allowed. 

THE MORMONS. 

The increasing numbers and influence of the 
mon-Mormon population in Utah are observed 
with great satisfaction. The recent letter of 
Wilford Woodruff, President of the Mormon 
' Church, in which he advised bis people to 
refrain from contracting any marriage forbid- 
den by the laws of the land,“ has attracted 
wide attention aud itis hoped that its infiu- 
ence willbe highly beneficial in restraining 
infractions of the iaw of the United States. 

the fact should not be overloeked 
that the doctrine or velief of 
the church that polygamous marriages 
are rightful and supported by divine revela- 
tion remains unchanged. President Woodruff 
does not renounce the doctrine, but refrains 
from teaching it, and advjses against the 
racti of it because the law is against it. 
Sow, ele quite true that the law should not 
attempt to deal with the faith or belief of any 
one; but it is quite another thing, and the 
enly safe thing, 80 to deal with the Territory 
ef Utah as that those who believe polygamy 
to be rightful shall not have the power to 
make it lawful.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 

At the last session I had occasion to return 
with my objections several bills making pro- 
visions for the erection of public buildings, 
for the reason that the expenditures contem- 
plated were, in my opinion, greatly in excess 


of any public need. Nociass of legisiatien is 
more liable to abuse, or to degenerate into an 
unseemly scrambie about the public treasury, 
thanthis. There should be exercised in this 
matter a wise economy based upon some re- 
sponsibie and impartial examination and re- 
port as to each case under a general law. 


Department of Agriculture. 


The report of the Secretary of Agriculture 
deserves special attention, in view of the fact 
that the year has been marked in a very un- 
usual degree by agitation and organization 


among the farmers, looking to an increase in 
It will be found 
that the efforts of the department have been 
intelligently and zeaiouslv devoted to the 
promotion of the interests intrusted to its 
ware. A Very substantial improvement in the 
market prices of the leading farm prod- 
ucts during the year is noticed. The 
price of wheat advanced from 81 cents in 
October, 1889, $1.00% in October, 890; corn 
from 31 cents to 50% cents; oats from lau cents 
to 43 cents, and burley from 63 cents to 78 
cents. Meate showed a substantial but not 
so large an increase, The export trade in live 
animals und fowls shows a very large iIn- 
crease; the total value of such exports for the 
year ending Jane 30,1800, was $33,000,000, and 
the increase over the preceding year was over 
$15,000,000. Nearly 200,000 more cattic and 
over 45,000 more hogs were exported 
than In the preceding year. The export trade 
in beef and pork products and in dairy 
products was very largely increased, the in- 
creasé in the article of butter alone heing 
from 15,504,978 pounds to 29, 748.042 pounds, 
and the total increase in the value of meat and 
dairy products exported being $34,000,000. 
This trade, so directiv heipful tothe farmer, 
it ie believed, will de yet further and very 
largely increased when the system of inspec- 
tion and sanitary supervision now provided 
by law is brought fully into operation. 


CATTLE INSPECTION. 

The efforts of the Secretary to establish the 
healthfulness of our meats against the dispar- 
aging imputationse tbat have been put upon 
them abroad have resulted in substantial 


progress. Veterinary surgeons sent out by 
the department are now allowed to partici- 
pate in the inspectionofthe live cattie from 
this country landed at the English docks, and 
dniing the several months they have been on 
duty no case of contagious pienro-pneumonia 
bas been reported, This inspection 
abroad and the domestic inspec: 
tion of live animals and pork 
products, provided for by the act of Aug. 30, 
1890, will afford as perfect a guaranty for the 
wholesomeness of our meats offered for 
foreign consumption as is anywhere given to 
any food product, and its non-acceptanoce will 
quite clearly reveul the real motive of any 
continued restriction of their use; and, that 
baving been made clear, the duty of the 
executive will be very plain. 


THE BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 
The information given by the Secretary of 
the progress and prospects of the beet sugar 
industry is full of interest. It has already 


passed the experimental stage and is a com- 
mercial success. The area over which the 
sugar beetcan be successfully cultivated is 
very large, and another field crop of great 
value is offered to the choice of the farmer. 

The Secretary of the Treasury concurs iu the 
recommendation of the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture that the official supervision provided by 
the tariff law for sugar of domestic production 
shall be transferred to the Department of 
Agriculture. 


The Civil Service Law. 


The law relating to the civil service has, so 
far as I cam learn, been executed by those 
having the power of appointment in the 
classified service with fidelity and impar- 
tiality and the service has been increasingly 
satisfactory. The report of the comunission 
shows a large amount of good work done dur- 
ing the year with very limited appropriations, 


Legislation. 


I congratulate the Congress and the country 
upon the passage at the first session of tbe 
Fifty-first Congress of an unusual number of 
laws of very nigh importance. That the re- 
suite of this legislation will be the quickening 
and enlargement of our manufacturing in- 
dustries, larger and better markets for our 
breadetuffs and provisions both at home and 
abroad, more constant employment end bet- 
ter wages for our working people, and an 
increased supply of a safe 8 tor the 
transactlon of business, do not doubt. 
Some of these measures were enacted at so 
late a period thatthe beneficial effects upon 
commerce which were inthe contemplation 
of Congress have as yet but partially mani- 
tested themselves. 

TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 

The general trade and industrial conditions 
throughovt the country during the year have 
shown a marked improvement. For many 


yeara prior to 1888 the merchandise balances 
of foreign trade had been largely in cur 
favor, but during that year and the year fol- 
lowing they turned against us. It is very 
gratifying to know that the last fiscal year 
again shows a balancein our favor of over 
$66,000,000. The bank clearings, which fur- 
nish a good test of the volume of 
business transacted, for the first ten months 


of the year 1890 show, as compared with the: 


same months of 1889, an increase for the whole 
country of about 8.4 percent, while the in- 
orease outside of the city of New York was 
over 18 percent. During the month of Octo- 
ver the clearings of the whole country showed 
an tmerease of 8.1 per cent over October, 
1889, while outside of New York 
the incresse was li per cent, These 
figures show that the increuse in the volume 
of business was very general througbout the 
country. That this larger business was being 
conducted upon a safe and profitable basis is 
shown by the fact that there were three hua- 
Gred less failures reported in October, 1600, 
than in the same montu of the preceding year, 
with abilities diminished be about $6, 000,000. 


EXPORTS. 

The value of our exports of domestic mer- 
ohandise during the last year was over 
$115, 000,000 greater than the preceding year 
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been 153 per ont greater in 1890 than in 
1880, aud the production of steel 290 per cent 
wreater. Mining in coal bas had no limitation 
except that resulting from deficient trans- 
ortation. The general testimony is that 
abor is everywhere fully employed, and the 
reporte for the last year show asmalier um- 
ber of employes xffected by strikes and lock- 
outs than in any year since 188. The 
depression in the prices of agricultu- 
ral products nud been areatiy 
lieved and — buoyant 
hopeful tone was beginning to be felt by 
our people. These promising influences have 
been in some degree checked by the surpris- 
ing and very unfavorable monetary events 
which have recently taken place in England. 
It ie gratifying to know that these did not 
krow in any degree out ofthe financial rela- 
tions of London with our people or out of any 
discredit attached to our securities held 
in that market. Thereturn of our bonds and 
etocks was caused Dy a money stringency in 
England, uot by anv loss of value or credit in 
the securities themselves. We could not, 
however wholly escape the III effectsaof a 
foreign monetary agitation, accompanied by 
euch extraordinary incidents as characterized 
this. It is not believed, however, 
that these evil incidents, which have 
forthe time unfavorably affected values in 


this country, can long withstand the strong. 
sale and wholesome influences which are 
operating to give our people profitable re- 
turns in all Dranches of legitimate trade and 
industry. The apprehension that our tariff 
may again and at once be subjected to im 
portant general change would undoubtedly 
add a depressing iafluence of the most serious 
character. 


The McKinley Tariff. 
The general tariff act has only partially gone 
into operation, some of its important provi- 
sions being limited to take effect at dates yet 


in the future. The general provisions of the 
law have been in force lese than sixty days. 
Its permanent effect ön trade and prices 
still largely stand in conjecture. It is curious 
to note thatthe advance in the price of arti- 
cles wholly unaffected by the tariff act 
was by many hastily ascribed to that 
act. Notice was not taken of 
the fact that the general tendency of the 
markets was upward from influences wholly 
apart from the recent tariff legislation. The 
enlargement of our currency by the silver bill 
undoubtedly gave an upward tendency to 
trade and 4 marked effect on prices; but 
thia natural and desired effect of the silver 
legislation was by many erroneously at- 
tributed to the tariff act. 


TARIFF REVISION. 
is neither wisdom nor 
the suggestion that the 
tariff revision shall be opened before 


this law has had a fair trial. It is quite 
true that every tariff schedule is subject to ob- 
jections. No bill was ever framed, I suppose, 
that in allof ite rates and classifications had 
the full approval even of a party caucus. Such 
levieliation is always and necessarily the pro- 
duct of compromise as to details, and the 
present law is no exception. But in its general 
scope and effect I think it will justify the sup- 
port of th se who believe that American 
legisiation should conserve and defend Amer- 
ican trade and the wages of American work- 
men. 

The misinformation as to the terms of the 
act, which has been so widely disseminated 
at home and abroad, will be corrected by ex- 
perience and the evil auguries as to its results 
confounded by the market reports, the sav- 
ings banks, internstlonal trade balances and 
the general prosperity of our people. AI- 
ready we begin to hear from abroad and from 
our custom -houses that the prohibitory effect 
upon importations imputed tothe act ie not 
justified. The imports at the port of New 
York forthe first three weeks of November 
were nearly 8per cent greater than for the 
same period in 1889 and 29 per cent greater 
than inthe same period of 1888 And so far 
from being an act to limit exports I confident- 
ly believe that under it we sbail secure a 
larger and more profitable participation in 
foren trade than we have ever enjoyed and 
that we shallrecover a proportionate partici- 
pation in tue ocean carrying trade of the 
worid. 

The criticisms of the billthat have come to 
us from foreign sources may well be rejected 
for repugnancy. If these critics really be- 
lieve that the adoption by us of a free trade 
policy or of tariff rates having reference 
solely to. revenue, would diminish the parti- 
cipation of their owa countries in the com- 
merce of the world, thelr advocacy and pro- 
motion bv speech and other forms 
of organized effort of this movement 
among our people is a 
bibition of unselfishness 
And on the other band, if they wa grin! | 
believe that the adoption of a protective tar 
policy by this country inures to their profit 
and our burt, it is noticeably strange that 
they should lead the outcry against the 
authors of a policy so helpful to their coua- 
trymen and crown with their favor those who 
would snatch from them a substantia! share 
of a trade with other lands already inadequate 
to their necessities. 

PROHIBITORY OR RETALIATORY LEGISLATION. 

There is no d@isposition among any of our 
people to promote probibitory or retaliatory 
legisiatiow. Our policies. are adopted not to 
the burt of others, but to secure for ourselves 
those advantages that fairly grow out of 
our favored position asa nation. Our form of 
government, with its incident of universal 


suffrage, makes it imperative that we shall 
save our working peopie from the agitations 
and distresases which scant work and wages 
that have no wer for eemfort always be- 

et. But after all this is done, it will be 
— that our markets are open to friendly 
commercial exchanges of enormous value to 
the other great Powers. 

From the time of my induction into office 
the duty of using every power and influence 
given by law to the Executive department for 
the development of iarger markets for our 
products, especially our farm products, has 
been kept constantiy in mind, and no effort 
bas been or will be spared te promote that 
end. Weare under no disaivantage in any 
foreigh market, except that we pay our 
workmen and workwomen better wages thas 
are paid elsewhere—better abstractly, 
better relatively to the cost of the necessaries 
of life. Ido not doubt that a very largely in- 
creased foreign trade is accessible to us with- 
out bartering ¢ither our home market for 
such products of the farm and shop as our 
own people can supply, or the wages of our 
working people. In many ofthe products of 
wood and iron, and in meats and bread- 
stuffs, we have advantages that only 
need better § facilities of intercourse 
and transportation to secure for 
them large foreign markets. The reciprocity 
élause of the tariff act wisely aad effective! 
pops the way to secure a large reciprocs 
trade in exchange for the tree adm n to 
our perte 
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duties upon coffee, tea, hides and the lower 
grades of sugar end molasses. That the large 
advantage resuiting to the countries produc- 
ing and exporting these articies by placing 
them on the free list entitled us to a fair re- 
turn in the way of customs concessions upon 
articles exported by us to them was so 
obvious that to have gratituously abandoned 
the opportunity to enlarge our trade would 
have been an unpardonable error. 


RECIPROCITY. 

There were but two methods of obtaining 
control of this question open to Congress: To 
place all of these articles upon the dutiable 
list subject to such treaty agreements as 
could be secured, orto place them all pres- 


ently upon the free list, but subject to the re- 
imposition of specified duties if the countries 
from which we received them should refuse 
to give us suitable reciprocal benefits. This 
latter method, I think, possesses great 
advantages. It expresses in advance 
the consent of Congress to 
reciprocity arrangements affecting these 
— which must otherwise have 
een delayed and unascertained until each 
treaty was ratified by the Senate and then c- 
essary legislation enacted by Congress, Ex- 
perience bas shown that some treaties looking 
to reciprocal trade have failed to secure a 
two-thirds vote in the Senate for ratification, 
and others having passed thatetage have for 
years awaited the concurrence of the House 
end Senate in such modifications of our reve- 
nue laws as were necessary to give effect to 
their provisions. Wenow have the concur- 
renoe of both Houses in advance in a distinct 
and definite offer of free entry to our ports of 
specific articles. The Executive is 
not required deal in conject- 
ure as to what Congress will 
accept. Indeed this reciprocity provision 
is more than an offer. Our part of the bargain 
is complete; delivery has been made, and 
whenthe countries from which we receive 
sugar, coffee, teas and hides have placed on 
their free lists such of our products as shall 
be agreed upon, as an equivalent for our con- 
cession, a proclamation of that fact com pietes 
the transaction; and in the mean time our 
5 people have free sugar, tea, coffee and 
es. 
indications thus far given are very 
hopeful of early and favorable action by the 
countries from which wereceive our iarge 
imports of coffee and sugar, and it is confi- 
dently believed that if steam communication 
with these countries can be promptly im- 
proved and enlarged the next year will show 
a most gratifying increase in our exports of 
breadstuffs and provisions, ane well as of some 
important lines of namufactured goods. 


New Legisiation, 


In addition to the important bilis that be- 
came laws before the adjournment of the last 
sosslon, some other bills of the highest im- 


portance were well advanced toward a fina! 
vote and now stand upon the calendars of the 
two Houses in favored positions. The pres- 
ent session has a xed limit, and “if 
these measures are not now brought 
to a final vote aii the work that has been done 
upon them by this Congress is lost. The 
proper consideration of these, of an appor- 
tionmens bill and of the annual appropriation 
bills, will require not only that no working 
day of the session shall be lost, but that 
measures of minor and local interest shall 
not be allowed to interrupt or retard the 
progress of thosethat are ol universal inter- 
est. In view of these conditions, I re- 
frain from bringing before you at 
this time some suggestions that 
would otherwise be made, and most earnestly 
invoke your attention to the duty of perfect- 
ing the important legislation now well ad- 
vanced. Tosome of these measures which 
seem to me most important! now briefly call 
your attention. 


AMERICAN STEAMSHIP LINES, 
I desire to repeat with added urgency the 
recommendations contained in my last annual 
message in relation to the development of 


American steamship lines. The reciprocity 
clause of the tariff bill Will be largely limited, 
and its benefits retarded and diminished, if 
provision is not contemporaneously 
made to encourage the estab- 
lishment of firet-ciass steam com- 
munication between our ports and the ports 
of such nations as may meet our overtures 
for énilarged commercial exchanges. The 
steamsbip carrying the maile statedly and 
frequentiy and offering to passengers a com- 
fortable, safe and speedy transit, is the first 
condition of foreign trade. It carries the 
order or the buyer, but not all that is ordered 
or bought. It gives to the sailing vessel such 
cargoes as are not urgent or perishabie, and, 
indirectly at least, promotes that important 
adjunct of commerce. There is now both in 
this country and in the nations of Central and 
South America a state of expectation and 
confidence as to increased trade that 
will give a double value to your prompt action 
upon this question. . 


THE AUSTRALIAN MAIL. 

The present situation of our majl communi- 
cation with Australia lligstrates the import- 
ance of early action dy Oongress. The 
Oceanic Steamship Co. maintains a tine of 


steamers between San Francisco, Sydney and 
Auckland consisting of three vessels, two of 
which are United States registry and one of 
foreign registry. For the service done by 
this line in carrying the malle we pay annual- 
ly the eum of $46,000, beibg, as estimated, the

be put into operation. The very large ap- 
propriation made atthe last session for the 
harbor of Galveston was justified, as it seemed 
tome, by these considerations. The great 
Northwest will feel the advantage of trunk 
lines to the South as well as te the East and 
of the new markets opened for their surplus 
foud products, and for many of their manu- 
factured products. 


THE INTERNATIORAL-AMERIOCAN BANK. 

I bad occasion, in May last, to trans mit to 
Congress a report adopted by the Inter- 
national American Conference upon the sub- 
ject of the incorporation of an international 


American bank, with a view to facilitating 
money exchange between the States repre- 

sented in that conterence. Such an it&mstitu- 

tion would greatly promote the trade we are 
seeking to develop. I renew the recommen- 

dotion that a careful and well-guarded charter 
be granted. I do not think the powers granted 
should include those ordinarily exercised by 
trust, guaranty and safe deposit cumpanies, 
or that more branches inthe United States 
should be authorized than are strictly neces- 
saryto accomplish the object primarily in 
view, namely, convenient fureign exchanges. 
It is quite important that prompt action 
should be taken in this matter, in order that 
any appropriations for better communication 
with these countries, and any agreements 
that may be made for reciprocal trade may 
not be hindered by the inconvenience of mak- 
ing exchanges through European money cen- 
ters, or burdened by tretribute which is an 
incident of that method of business. 


RELIEF FOR THE SUPREME COURT. 

The bill for the relief ofthe Supreme Court 
has, after many years of discussion, reached 
a position where final action is easily attain- 
able, anditis hoped that any differences of 
opinion may be so harmonized asto save the 


essential features of this very important 
measure. lu this connection I: earnestly re- 
new my recommendation that the salaries of 
the Judges of the United States District Courts 
be so readjusted that none of them shall re- 
ceive leas than $5,000 per annum. 


SPANISH AND MEXICAN LAND GRANTS. 

The subject of the unadjusted Spanish and 
Mexican lann grants and the urgent necessity 
for providing seme commission or tribunal 
for the trial of i oftitie growing out 


of them, were twice Drought by me to the at- 
tention of Congress atthe last session. Bilis 
have been reported from the proper commit- 
tees in both houses upon tho subject, and I 
very earnestly hope that this Congress will put 
anendtothe detay which has attended the 
settlement of the disputes as to title 
between the settlers and claimants under 
these grants. These disputes retard the pros- 
perity and disturb the peace of large and im- 
portant communities. The Governor of New 
Mexico, in his last report to the Secretary of 
the Interior, suggests sowe modifications not 
provisions of the pending bills relating to the 
small holdings of farm lands. Icommend to 
your attention the suggestions of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior upon this subject. 


A NATIONAL BANKRUPT LAW. 

The enactment of a national bankrupt law I 
still regard as very desirable. The constitu- 
tion having alven to Congress jurisdiction of 
this subject, it should be exercised and 


uniform rules provided for the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of in- 
insolvent debtors. Ihe inoonverniences re- 
sulting from the occasional and temporary 
exercise of this power by Congress, and from 
the conflicting State codes of insolvancy 
which come into force intermediatelf~, should 
be removed dy the enactment of a simple, in- 
— and permanent national bankrupt 
aw. 
INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGRT. 


I also renew my recommendation in favor of 
legislation affording just copyright and pro- 


teot ion to foreign author ona footing of re- 
ciprocal advantage for our authors, abroad. 


SAFETY COUPLEBS. 

It may still be impossible for this Congress 
to inaugurate, by suitable legislation, a move~- 
ment looking to uniformity and increased 
safety in the ase of couplers and brakes upon 


freight trains engaged in interstate ocom- 
merce. The chief difficulty in the 
way is to secure agreement as 
to the best appliances, simplicity, effect- 
iveness, and cost being considered. This 
difficulty will on? yield to legislation, which 
should be based upon full Inquiry ana im- 
partial tests. The purpose should be to secure 
the co-operation of all well- disposed managers 
and owners, but the feartul fact that every 
yess delay tnvolves the sucrifice of 2,000 
ives and the meiming of 20,00) young men 
should plead both with Conkress and the 
managers against any needless delay. 


THE ARID REGIONS. 

The subject of the conversion and equal 
distribution ofthe water supply of the arid 
regions has had much attention from Con- 
gress, but has not yet been put upon a per- 


manent or satisfactory basis. The urgency 
of the subject does not grow ont of any large 
present demand for the use of these lands for 
agriculture, but out of the danger that the 
water supply and the sites for the 
necessary catch basine may fall into 
the hands of individuals or private 
corporations and be used to render subser- 
vient the lerge areas dependent upon such 
supply. Tus owner of the water la the owner 
ofthe lands, however the titles may run. 
All wunappropriated natural water sources 
and all necessary reservoir sites shold be held 
by the Government for the equal use, at fair 
or the homestead settiers who 
eventuall take up ese 
The United States should spot, 
my oplaion, undertake the 
construction of dams or canals, but should 
limit ite work to such turveys and o 
tions as will determine the water supply, both 
surface and subterranean, the areas onpabdie 
of irrigation and the use, location and storage 
capacity of reservoirs. This dove, the use of 
the water and reservoir sites might be ted 
to the res tive States and Territories, 
or to individuals or associations, —— 
the condition that the Re essary Wo 
should be constructed an the water fur- 
nished at fairrates, without discrimination, 
she rates to be subject to supervision by she 
Legisiatere or by Boards of Water Commis- 
sioners duly constituted. The essentia 
thing to be secured isthe common sand oat 
use at fair rates of accumulated water sap 
It were almost better that these lands shou 
remain arid. than those who occupy m 
should become the slaves of unrestrained 
mon opolies controlling the one and essen: . 
tial element of land values and crop results. 


THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH SCHEME. 
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ment to contract with the telegraph compan- 
les, ag it does with the railroad companies, to 
carry at specified rates such communications 
ay the senders may designate for this method 
of transmission. I recommend that such 
legislation be enacted as will enable the Post- 
office Department fairly to test by experiment 
the advantages of such a use of the telegraph. 


KLECTION LAWS. 

If any intelligent and loyal company of 
American citizens were required to catalogue 
the essential humane conditions of national 
life, ao not doubt that with absolute unanim- 


ity they would begin with free and honest 
elections. And it is gratifying to know, gen- 
erally there isa growing and pon-partisan 
demand for better eiection laws. But against 
this sign of hope and progress must set 
the depressing and undeniable fact that elec- 
tion laws and methods are sometimes cun- 
ningly contrived to secure minority control. 
4 — violence completes the shortcomings of 
raud. 

In my last annual message I suggested that 
the developnient of the 1 provid- 
ing a Federal supervision of Congressional 
elections, offered an effective method of re- 
forming these abuses. The need of such a law 
bas manifested itself in many parts of the 
country, and its wholesome restraints and 
penaities will be usefuiin all. The constitu- 
tionality of such legisiation has been affirmed 
by the Supreme Court. Its probable effect- 
iveness is evidenced by the character of the 
oppesition that is made to it. It has 
been denounced as if it were a new 
exercise of Federal power and an invasion of 
the rights of the States. Nothing coald be 
further from the truth. Congress has already 
fixed the time forthe election of members of 
Congress. It has declared that votes for 
members of Congress must be written or 
Printed ballots; it has provided for the ap- 
pointment by Circuit Courts in certain cuses, 
and upon the petition of a certain number of 
oltizens, of election supérvisors, and made It 
theirduty to supervise tho registration of 
voters conducted by the State offi- 
cérs; to challenge persons offering 
to register; to personally inspect and 
scrutinize the registry lists, and to affix their 
names tothe lists for the purpose of identi- 
fication and the prevention of frauds; to at- 
tend atelections and remain with the boxes 
tillthe ballots are counted; togttach to the 
registry lists and election returns any state- 
ment touching the accuracy and fairness of 
the registry and election, and to 
take and transimit to the Clerk of 

Heuse of Kepreseatatives any e- 
‘dence of fraudulent practices which 
may be presented to them. The same law 

rovides for the appoihtment of Deputy 

Jnited States Marshals to attend at the polis 
support the supervisors in the discharge of 
their duties and to arrest persons violating 
the election laws. Tne provisions of this 
familiar title of the revised statutes haye beén 
put into exercise by both the great political

petitions required by law. *

shall have a Federal election law, for we now

AN EFFEOTIVE LAW. 
The present law stops just short of effective- 
ness, for it surrenders te the local authori- 
ties all control over the certification which 
establishes the prima facie right to a seat in 
the House of Representatives. This defect 
should be cured. Equality of representation 


and the purity of the elections must be main- 
tained, or everything that te valuable in our 
system of government i lost. The qualifica- 
tions of an elector. must be, sougbt in the 
law, not in the opinions, prejudices, or feurs 
of any class, however powerful. The 
ath of the elector to the ballot 
ox must be free from the ambush of fear and 
the anticipation of fraud; the count 
so true and open that none shall 
gainsay it. Such a law should 
be absolutely non-purtasan and impartial. 
It should give the advantage to honesty and 
the control of majorities. Surely there is 
nothing sectional about this creed,and if it 
shall happen thatthe penalties of laws inten- 
ded to enforce these rights fall here and not 
there, itis not because the law is sectional, 
but because, happily, crime is local and not 
universal. Nor should it be forx«ottern 
that every law, whether relating to elections 
or to any other subject, whether enated by 
the State or by the nation, has force behind 
it. The courts, the Marshal or Constable, the 
posse comitatus, the prison, are all and 
always behind the law, One cannot be justiy 
charged with uafriendiiness to any section of 
class who seeks only to restrain violations of 
law and of personal right. No community 
will find lawlessness profitable. No 
community oun afford to have 
it known that the officers who 
are charged witb tbe preservation of the pub- 
lic peace and the restraint of the criminal 
Classes are themselves product of traud or 
violenes. The magistrate is then without re- 
apect and the law without sanction. The 
floods of lawlessness cannot be lev and 
made to flow in one channel. The killing

Stories to Gain Currency—A Startling 
Conspiracy Theory Advanced—Insanity 
and Undue Influence Suggested—Family 
Troubles Outlined.

snot on the afternoon of Nov. 21, while driy- 
ing on Lafayette avenue near Jefferson, died 
atanearly bour yesterday morning at his 
residence, 1900 Lami street. His 
death, from present indications, 
promises to cause a vigorous effort 
onthe part of the insurance companies in 
which be held policies upon his life, payabie 
to his wife end child, to delay payment of 
same pending an investigation expected to 
show that the shooting was not accidental. 
With detectives at work on the case, and 
bints now being thrown out that 
the deceased was not in bis 
right mind, and that his own 
story of the sLooting has a total lack of con- 
firmation, together with rumors of an un- 
happy home life from which several most 
Significant developments have arisen this 
morning, the case promises to prove a sensa- 
tional oue before it is finally disposed of. 
SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS EXPECTED. 

The body of Dr. Stiepel will 
ably be cremated to-morrow, 
but a post-mortem will be 
held at a late hour this afternoon, which 
may add probably the moststartiing features 
yet brought out inthe mysterious affair. I¢ 
is stated that it may be discovered that the 
wounds inflicted on the deceased, Nov. 21, 
were not the cause of death and that the real 
cause will pe proved to be of a nature that 
willthrow some deeper mystery about the 
case, and open up a new field of investiga- 
tion. The post mortem will be conducted by 
Dr. A. C. Bernays and Coroner Irwin. 

AN INSURANCE MYSTERY. 

The fact that Dr. Stlepel ‘carried $69,000 life 
insurance, a large portion of which was taken 
out only a short time previous to his death, 
and that he betrayed great nervousness 
and anxiety in applying for tbe later 
policies, is what threw the first element of 
suspicion around his shooting and the stories 
coming from insurance sources gave the ele- 
ment of sensationalism to the affair, now 
trebly increased bythe death of the central 
fxure of the mystery. The various compa- 
nies in which Dr. Stiepel was insured are posi- 
tive this morning in their statements that the 
policies on bis Ile will not be paid until full 
investigation bas been made, but beyond this 
factthe agents will state nothing more defi- 
nite. 

It so happens, bowever, that there was one 
company which refused to take a rink on Dr. 
Stiefel’s life, the Merchants’ Life Association 
ofthe United States, gr Manager Wm. A. 
Ellis of that mane = the only insurance 
man conpected with the case who will speak of 
it unreservedly following the Joctor’s death. 
Mr. Ellie this morning made a statement of 
his own belief inthe matter which is of a most 
startiing nature, and which may be shared by 
the representatives of companies so unfor- 
tunate as to have written policies on Dr. 
Stiepel’s life. 

A STARTLING STATEMENT.

A prominent 
phvsician stated this morning that some time 
before his death Stiepel stated to him that he 
was having trouble at home, that his wife’s 
money, which was in her own name, 
was causing disagreement between them, 
his own incowe being Insufficiesat to defray all 
the household expenses, and that Mrs. Stiepel 
was continually urging him totake out in- 
surance on his lite, which he did to such an 
amount that the payment of the premiums on 
same still further complicated his tinancial 
troubles. Investigations made by insurance 
companies also indicated the

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THE M*SSAGE. 

President Harrison’s second annual 
message was written under the influence of 
very depressing election returns, and the 
effect on the document has been to make 
it ridiculously reserved and vague 
in some parts—as ridiculously wordy 
and controversial in others and visibly 
dull all through. 

The most interesting references in it to 
our foreign relations are the announce- 
ment of the tardy recall of MIZNER on 
account of his terrible blunder in the 
Barrundia affair; the mumbling para- 
graph which takes the place of a frank 
admission that the Admunistration’s bluff 
on the Canadian fisheries and Behr- 
ing Sea questions was not only a 
failure but a humiliating fiasco, and the 
paragraph regretting the wrong done by 
the McKinley bill to Hawaii. The Presi- 
dent who signed that bill a few weeks 
ago, now asks Congress to repair the 
wrong it does to Hawaii, but he is still 
unable to see any wrong it does to our 
own people. 

On the contrary. he congratulates Con- 
gress on the work the people have just re- 
buked so emphatically, and claims that it 
will, with the aid of BLAINg’s reciprocity 
antidote, increase wages and improve 
our markets at home and abroad. The 
part of the message in which he threshes 
over the old campaign chaff on that sub- 
ject is evidently brightened up with hints 
from BLAINE, which indicate that the 
Secretary isa bigger man in the Admin- 
istration now than before the election. 

As to other administration work there 
are some queerly feeble attempts to claim 
that increased business activity and bet- 
ter markets for farm products are the

Against Parnell. 


Omas, III., Dec. 1.—The decigicns of the 
Irish envoys here with the exception of that 
of Timothy, Harrington, were sent by cable 
yesterday to Justin McCarthy: 


Justin McCarthy, M. P, Vice Chairman of the 
Trish Parliamentary Party: 


Our sense of the matchless genius 
of Mr. Parnell as a leader. ot 
the imperishable services he has rendered 
to the Irish cause, of the courage, 
integrity and splendid success with which he 
bas led our people for ten years, and the tie 
of comradeship and personal re- 
spect and affection which for 
years bound us to him, ‘have 
made us suspend to the latest possible 
moment our judgment against his further 
leadership. The obligation to express that 
judgment is to all of us the most painful duty 
of our lives. No earthly consideration could 
have moved our determination except the 
solemn conviction that we are driven to 
choose between Mr. Parnell and the destruc- 
tion of our country’s cause. 80 pain- 
fully allve were we to all that might 
be involved in the ioss of such a leader 
that we eagerly co-operated with our 
colleagues In every effort to retain his in- 
fluence in our counsels. Themanifesto which 
Mr. Parnell has just issued cuts us off from 
the last hOpes to which weciung. Anxious to 
avoid.words tnat might embitter this con- 
troversy we shall not dwell upon the cruel 
injustice with which he treats the members 
ofthe par that bas followed him witha 
toyalty ald affection such as no leader 
ever experienced before. His recollection 
of thelr fealty to ‘him in many an 
hour of trial might well have saved 
them from the imputation that any 
section of them could have allowed their 
integrity to be sapped by the Liberal wire- 
pullers, nor would we do more thus enter a 
protest agalnst this violation of all constitu- 
tional principle in flouting by anticipation 
the decision of elected representative people, 
from whose votes the Chairman of the Par- 
liamentary party receives his authority, and 
resorting to a vague general appeal over their 
heads.

We view with abhorrence the attacks that 
have been made on Mr. Parnell by his public 
and private enemies under cover of his pres- 
ent difficuities. Toattacks of this kind ad- 
dressed to a man of a proud and atrong spirit 
we attribute many of the terrible dangers with 
which Ireland is now threatened, and we fear 
that they may do the further mischief of di- 
verting the minds of many people from grave 
national! to purely persona! issues in the nat- 
ural resentment of an ungenerous attack ona 
great leader lu an hour of 


STRESS AND DISASTER. 

But, while making every possible allowance 
for Mr. Parnell’s feelings on thia score, we 
consider it unjust to the ar ish people, and 
lamentable from the point of view of interna- 
tional good feeling, to describe as English 
wolves howling for his destruction those who 
have not been able to bring themselves to the 
same view which gratitude and the necessity 
for union compelled Mr. Parnell’s own col- 
leagues and countrymen. 

The plea of Mr. Parnell that Mr. Glad- 
stone’s letter involves a ciaim to dictate to 
the Irish party, and thereby strikes at the in- 
dependence of that party as a strictly Irish 
national bodv, is one calculated to inspire 
every Irish Nationalist with alarm, if that 
plea were notan obvious fallacy. The Irish 
party was formed for the purpose of win- 
ning home rule for Ireland. Any attempt 
to divert the Irish rty from that object 
in the interest of nglish parties would 
be an invasion of the independence 
of the Irish party, and would we belleve be 
repelled by no one more sterniy than by our 
colleagues and ourselves who are now in 
opposition to Mr. Parnell. But the very basis 
of our Independent alliance with the Liberal 
party is the adoption by them of the pro- 
gramme for which the Irish party wasformed, 
and the recognition that it must be the first 
attack of a Liberal Cabinet to realize that pro- 
gramme. 

Wustever differences of opinion may exist 
as to the haste with which Mr. Gladstone’se 
letter was communicated to the public, it was 
obviously not his hostility to home rule, but 
his earnest desire to save it from disaster, 
that prompted Mr. Gladstone to write his 
letter. We deplore that the difficulties of Mr. 
Gladstone’s position were not frankly recog- 
nized by Mr. Parnell, and that, on the con- 
trary, friendly private communications— 
commusnicatioys obviously made with a 
view of smoothing the passage of the home 
rule bill—bave been made the basis of insinu- 
ations of treachery to the Irish cause. By his 
conviction again and again expressed that 
home rule to be effeetive must be sucha 
measure as will satisfy the Irish people, Mr.

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, S. D., Dec. 1.—The In- 
Alan police on duty a few hundred yards from 
the agency buildings dashed into Agent 
Royer’s office late Saturday night and said 
that a panicin the camp of the ‘‘Friendlies’’ 


was inevitabie unless they were given pro- 
tection. AH bad received an urgent invita- 
tion to join the bostiles and go onthe war- 
path with them. Agent Royer sent them an 
extra guard of 100 armed ecoats, but even this 
did iittie good. The Indian village continued 
melting away and Sabbath morniag 
revealed the fact that over two-thirds 
of the 8,000 who were here — 
sunset had disappeared. the hostiles 
have decided to move theircamp into the 
Bad Lands“ and there await the coming of 
the troops to capture them. They began 
moving there yesterday morning, and by 
nigbtall of them were hidden away in that 
region, which the best scouts describe as 
being worse than the lava beds in which the 
Modocs took sbeiter. These Bad Lands begin 
atthe mouth of Wounded Knee Creek, about 
which so much has been heard of late, and 
which is the gathering point for all these 
hostiles and where the ghost dance 
started upon this reservation. They 
run ten miles northeast to southwest and 
about fifty miles east to west. It is ap utterly 
barren region of precipitous Canons and fan- 
tastic and ghostiy formations. Few white 
mon are acquainted with the region, the In- 
dians, however, know iit thoroughly. The 
factthatitis possible forthe Indians, when 
once established thereas they now are, to 
continue making raids upon the settlers ad- 
joining the Bad Lends, will certainly, it 
would seem, induce the soldiers to push into 
the region after this bigthieving band of 
rebels, notwithstandiug the fearful chances to 
be incurred. The scouts that brought in- 
formation concerning this latest plan of the 
hostiles also said that the latter had just 
Slaughtered 500 head of Government cattie 
and 300 belonging to Gov. Mellette of South 
Dakota. The scouts saw this beef being hauled 
in wagons and pack trains to the new camp 
inthe Bad Lands. Many wagon-loads of flour 
and other provisions that had been stoien 
from the settlers were also seen headed for 
the region of death. Gen. brooke has just re- 
ceived a telegram of 700 words from Gen. 
Ruger warning him that 300 lodges (about one 
thousand warriors) of Cheyennes were 
comin from Cheyenne Agenoy to 
join the hostiles near here. The Sixth 
Cavalry, en route trom Albuquerque to 
Fort Mead have beon ordered tostup at Fort 
where another ghost dance fever bas 
This was the day set for the ap- 
pearance ofthe new Indian Messiah, but so 
far as can be learned, the red children, who 
bave hugged the delusion have been disap- 
pointed. Oharley Turning Hawk, who keeps 
store on Porcupine, caine in yesterday atter- 
noon and reported thetthe hostile gang had 
raided his store and taken nearly $1.000 worth 
of goods, A party of eight scouts, under 
Frank Girard, Chief Government scout, has 
just started out to get further inforwation and 
very important developments are cxpected. 
The troops are still under orders to be ready 
to move at a moment's notice.

corder—Impertant Decisiens Handed 
Down by the Court. 


JEFFERSON CiTy, Mo., Dec. 1—A habeas 
corpus case of unusual importance was com- 
menced in the Supreme Court this morning. 
March 18, 188, Amos Durbin was arraigned in 
the Lafayette County Circuit Court on three 
indictments for burglary in the second de- 
gree. He pleaded guilty to all. On the first 
two counts he was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary for three years each, and on the last 
fortwo years, The committments were all 
made out dating sentence from March 13, 1885. 
The petition avers that he has more than 
served the longest sentence, and that 
he is «wrongfully deprived of his 
liberty. The point in the case is that in cases 
where more than one sentence is passed, the 
commitment should set forth that one sen- 
tence is to commence at the expiration of 
another. Should the court sustain this view 
it is said that some 200 men in the penitentiary 
will be entitled to release. 

THE DUNKLIN COUNTY FIGHT. 

The fight which has been going on in Dunk 
lin County for nearly two years over the office 
of Circuit Clerk and Recorder was brought 
before the Supreme Court again on an appli- 
cation for a writ of ouster against J. 
D. Blackemore. This case is becoming 
quite noted, as it bas settled the fact 
that county officers are State officers and the 
Courts of Appeals have no juricdiction to de- 
termine writs affecting their title to office. In 
January, 1889, the Circuit Judge of the Dunklin 
County oircuit suspended Ciroult Clerk and 
Recorder Bragg for malfeasance and appoint- 
ed J. D. Blackemore. Bragg-resigned and the 
Governor appointed Saunders. Blackemore 
has ever since refused to surrender the office 
and constant litigation has been the result. 
The Attorney-General has now taken the 
matterin hand and will endeavor to oust 
Blackemore.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 1.—There was a 
remarkable attendance in the Senate cham- 
ber at noon to-day. When the Vice-President 
called the Senate to order thirty-eight 
Republican and twenty-three Democratic 


Senators rose in their places asthe chaptain, 


Rev. J. G. Butler began the invocation. On 
the desk of Senator Voorhees was a huge 


floral ter In the middle of a bed of roses

As 
soon as Mr. Warren’s credentiais had 
been read Senator Stanford offered his 
left arm to Mr. Carey, Sensgter Hoar offered 
hisrightarm. Mr. Warren and the two new 
Benators were led to the desk of the presiding 
officer, where the Vice-President read the 
oath to them from a printed slip which he 
held in bis left band.

A LINEMAN’S DEATH. 


ALFRED JUNIOR ‘KILLED BY A CURRENT 
WHILE aT WORK. 


The Umfertunate Man's Death Due te His 
Fallure te Previde Himself With Rub. 
ber Glovees—His Flesh Herribly Burned 
—The Body Taken Down From the Wires 
by Firemen. 


Alfred Junior, a lineman of the Missour! 
Electric Light & Power Oo., lost hie life this 
morning on the Machester road near tho No. 
2lengine-house. He was on a pole at the 
time making a connection with Mr. Gustav 
Bischoff’s residence and butcher shop, Nos. 
$401 and 8407 Manchester road, asd the acci- 
dent was witnessed by only one or two 
persons. Capt. Arnold Bauers. the 
foreman of the No. 6 Truck Co., 
stationed at the No. 21 Engine-house, 
was sitting in front of the engine-bouse and 
looking at Junior when it occurred, ‘‘He was 
leaning over the second cross-bar there,’’ 
said Capt. Bauers, in telling of the accident 
shortly afterwards, ‘‘with one leg over 
the iron clasp under the lower bar, when he 
suddenly gave a lurch sideways and gasped 
‘Ugh’ as the were trying to call out. I 
knew, of course, at once What had happened, 
namely, that he had received ashock from 
one ofthe wires, aud I at once touched the 
joker and in quicker time then I take to tell 
it, we ram out the torch and put ap ger. 

HIS FLESH SMOKED. 

Junior was lyibg heipless and unconsi- 
ous over the cross beam with one 
hand clutching a wire and it smoked 
asif on fire. is brother-in-law, Leonard 


Baldwin, velledto him to let go the wire,’ 


but of course he couldn't have done that if 
he had been conscious and heard him. Joe 
Boland, the foreman of the engine company, 
andi went up the ladder. I tied a rope 
around Junior’s body, asd Joe then cut the 
wire and the boys below lowered 
bim down. He had run the rope 
over the cross-beam so that we could 
let the man down easily, and some of the 
boys held the ‘grip sack’ under bim to catch 
ulm in case he fell. Poor Junior was 
all but dead when we took bim 
down and he was a corpse when 
Dr. McPheeters arrived soon afterwards. We 
telephoned for Dr. McPheeters right 
away, and whem he examined him he 
said that the man had been killed so 
and that he didn’t know he had been hurt.

A PHYSICIAN’S MISTAKE. 


DEATH OF MRS. HIGDON FOLLOWS A 
DOSE OF MORPHINF. 


THE 


Her Husband Charged the Doctor With 
Murder and Ordered Him From tze 
House—An Associate Physician Says it 
Was an Accident That Could Not Be Pre. 
vented—The Husband's Story. 


Mrs. Cynthia Higdon died at the home of 
her husband, Henry Higdon, 1007 Tyler street, 
yesterday morning, and the burial cer- 
tificate gives as a cause of death 
organic disease of the heart. The 
certificate is signed by the family physician 
who attended Mrs. Higdon during her last 
iliness and who had been her family physician 
for three sears, Her death was unexpected and 
her husband says he believes she died from 
an overdose of morphine administered by the 
physician. On Saturday he gave her two 
hypodermic injections of morphine. TVo or 
three hours later she showed symptoms 
of morphine polsoning, and from 
that time until her death unremitting 
efforts were made to save her from the effects 
of the drug. She died at 9 o’clock Sunday 
morning, but the physician says in his certifi- 
cate that the cause of death was organic 
disease of the heart. The case bas not been 
reported to the Coroner. 

The story as it was heard this morning was 
a ead tale, but not halfso pitiful as the truth, 
The husband’s frenzy when he learfied that 
his wife would die overcame him. 
He cursed the man of medl- 
cine, charged him with administering 
an overdose of morphine. He was ordered 
from the house, but when asecond physician, 
who had been called in in the emergency said 
Higdon said. 
leave her to die?

HIGDON’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Higdon was sitting at home this morn- 
ing, holding his infant son in his arms, ten- 
derly nursing the motheriess infant. He 
spoke freely of his wife’s death and said: 

Jam nota physician and [ can’t say pos- 
tively thatehe died «of an overdose ot mor- 
phine, but I believe she did. When I came 
home on Thanksgiving Day I found 
ny wife sick. We had just 
bought a home and were gotting 
ready to move next week. My Hife wanted 
ine to go tothe house and see thatit was in 
order, and when 1 came back 1 founc that 
she had a chill and a €errible fever. I 
called in a physician who lives near here, 
and when he came he examined ber and said 
that she would have to have her breast 
lanced alter a while. She had trouble with 
it. He gave her some medicine and she got 
better. Next day Isent for her family physician 
He bad treated her ever since we have been in 
St. Louis—three years—and she bad been 
under his care for heart troubles. He gave 
some medicines, but she could re- 
tain nothing on her stomach, and she 
On Saturday morn- 


sbe would mies der chill, but when I re- 
turned, between 11 and 12 o’clock, she was 
burning up with a “fever, and orying 
for water all the time. I sent for 
the physician again and when he came he 
seemed surprised to find what a con- 
dition she was in. But he said he 
would relieve her, and he sent 
me to the drug store for some medicine, 
morphine, I think, and I was gone about 
fifteen minutes. When I returned he had cut 
open her breast and had given her two injec- 
tions of morphine, one in the breast 
and one in the shoulder. He told her 
that would relieve ber «nd went away. After 
a while she began to get excited. She suffered 
intense pain and she was crazy with 
agony. She knew us all, but she 
acted like she was out of her mind. 
we could not quiet her, so I sent for the 
doctur ayain, and he came and began working 
with her. Then we sent for the 
physician we ba! called in at first, 
and he came and both of them 
worked with ber until midnight. They 
walked berup and down the room and beat 
her with towels. She begyed me to make 
them stop. No brute ever died in more agony 
than my wife. Theytold me that was necessary 
to save her, and Ihad to let them do it, bus 
it was horrible to hear her beg me to make 
them stop. They injected qrandy and 
worked with her up till midnight, 
and then she was quieted and they 
went away. They told me not to let her sleep 
until 3 o’clock, and then to let her sleep for 
an hour. laat by her bedto keep her uwake 
and had to beat herin the face with towels 
aud treat her cruelly,trying to save ber life. I 
told her the doctors said she must stay awake 
ubntil3 o’clock or she would die, and every 
time she heard the clock tick 
she asked me if it wasn’t 3 
o’ clock yet. I told her Dr. 
had given ber an overdose of morphine, but 
she had no reproaches for him. She only lay 
there and bexged for 8 o’clock to come. 
When it came she was barely conscious. 
I don’t believe I could have kept her 
awake any longer. She dropped to sleep 
and she never woke up again. I tried to rouse 
her at 4 o’clock, but I couldn’t. Morning, 
came, but her doctor bad not come back. I 
went tos telephone and called him. Isaw 
that my wife was dying and wanted 
him to save ber, and when he came in Isaid 
to him: Doctor, you have murd¢red my 
wife.’ He said: ‘What do mean?’ 
and 1 said, ‘My wife is dying 
because you gave her too much 
morphine. He looked at her and said that 
he and I differed in our opinions about dying 
people, lIsent for the other physician and he 
came. The doctor to whom 1 had been speak- 
ing, sent out for three or four pre- 
scriptions which were never touched. 
He was either so much excited or else so much 
in earnest that be did not seem to know what

after another and did not use them. I saw she 

was going to die, and I forgot myself.

THE MARKET WEAKENS, 


PRICES ON WALL STREET MANIFEST A 
DOWN WARD TENDENCY, 


The Financial Stringency Continues, With 
no Signs of Relief—A Number of Fall- 
ures Anticipated—A General Decline at 
the Opening—A Alight Revival in Quota. 
tions—The Sugar Trust Division. 


NEW Tonk, Dec. 1. 


HILE there is no 
“3 longer any prospect 


panic, the financial 
situation is such as 
to cause po little 
uneasiness, and the 
return of better 
prices is regarded as being far in the future, 
The Danks are steadily contracting thelr 
loans and increasing their reserves, and 
money is obtained with difficulty, while the 
purchases for investment, which relieved the 
market so Kreatly during the past week, have 
about come to an end. In thelr returns the 
banks make no statements as tothe amount 
of Clearing House certificates hela by them, 
but it is known that several million are still 
outstanding. 
A STRAINED SITUATION. 

So serious do the financiers consider the 
situation to be that the Clearing-house has 
refused to make a statement of the amount of 
certificates issued even to its own members, 
and itis known that there is no immediate 
probability ofthe monetary stringency that 
unquestionably exists being relieved. That 
stocks will not fall much lower is regarded as 
reasonably certain, as they are little above 
panic prices at present, but no considerable 
advance of any permanency is looked for in 
the immediate fature. At present money is 
easy in London, but a panic in that city 
would be severely felt here. There is a very 


large amount ofstock that must be marketed 
soon. The owners have managed to carry it 
through the recent decline, but must sell at 
the earliest possible moment, and to prevent 
the market from belng swamped will require 
heavy purchases. Many firms that have 
weathered the strom are left in avery shaby 
condition, and a number of fallures before the 
new year are inevitable. 
A WEAK OPENING. 

The stock market began the new week this 
morning with an active Dusiness aud a de- 
cidedly weak tone, Lackawanna being down 
I percent, sugar refineries 1% and Jersey 
Central, Rock Island and Louisville & Nash- 
ville, each Lpercent, the other losses being 
generally from ta percent. In the early 
trading, in addition to the opening losses, 
Union PacifiC declined 1% per cent and 
Missouri Pacific and Northern Pacific pre- 
ferred each 1 per cent and the rest of the 
active stocks generaliy small fractions, 
though St. Paul, Atchison and Chicago Gas 
retired % per cent each. At the lowest figures 
attained in the early portion of the hour, how- 
ever, the market displayed little or no re- 
cuperative power, and while there was less 
animation, only a few stocks sbowed any in- 
clination to recover. Later there was another 
decline, in which Lsckawannaand Chicago Gas 
were most prominent, and the losses in the 
active stocks from Saturdav’s figures ex 
tended in Lackawanna and Union Pacific 2% 
and 2% per cent. respectively, with the others 
from lto2 percent. The activity was princi- 
pally in St. Paul, Lackawanna, Union Pacific, 
Atchinson, Chicago Gas, Northern Pacific 
preferred and Louisville & Nashville, the ro- 
mainder of the list being comparatively quiet. 
At ll o’clock the market was still active aud 
weak at the lowest prices reached.

Money easy at 4@5 per cent. 

The transactions in the stock market showed 
the usual diminution after 11 o’clock, and 
while there was only emall fluctuations, the 
tendency of prices was upward All life dis- 
appeared from the market, and the improve- 
ment over the lowest prices was confined in 
all cases to small fractions; no feature of any 
kind marked the late trading. At noon the 
market was dull, featureless and stagnant at 
fractional recoveries from the lowest prices.

CHARMING NEW YORK LARES, 


An Interesting Description of Ite Beautiful 
Lake Region. 


The group of lakes lu the heart of New York 
State are gems of priceless value tothe peo- 
ple who live upon their shores, says the 
Scottish American. The wanderer up and down 
the world, native to these scenes, returns to 
gaze with joy and admiration upon the waters 
that sleep in the bowls of these hills. 

The inland lake is peculiar to the Northern 
States, for, with the exception of the lagoons 


of Florida and Louisiana, the South is devoid 
of this lovely expression of nature’s 
charms, and of the numerous other 
groups throughout the New England, Mid- 
die aud Western States there are none, in the 
estimation of those who come hithe?, so en- 
tirely beautiful as Skaneateles, Owasco, Cay- 
uga, Senecs, Kenks and Cuuandaligua. These 
several lakes occupy attenuated depressions 
between hills which are high and sometimes 
precipitous around thelr southern extremes, 
but sink toa dead level, or nearly so, at the 
northern ends. The outflow of each is to the 
northward, through creeks into the Seneca 
River, and later into the Oswego River aad 
Lake Ontario. 

The geologist finds abundant evidence that 
the Susquehanna River once carried off the 
surplus waters gathered here. Between these 
lakes the land rises grandly, the slopes and 
each broad highiand plateau being covered 
with valuable farms and dotted with numer- 
ous villages. An extensive ‘system of canais 
once connected the lakes with the outer world, 
bnt allofthis belongs to the forgotten past 
only remembered when we catch a passing 
giimpse of the moss-grown rocks and weedy 
canal bed.

Organized Charity is All Right Bat There 
Should Be Personal Benevolence Also. 


At Centenary Chapel on Taylor avenue yes- 
terday morning Ben Deering preached to a 
crowd which completely filled the chapel 
room. His text was the 8th and 9th verses of 
XIIII. Psalm, Thou hast considered my 
trouble; thou hast known my soul in adversi- 
ties; and hast not shut me up Into the hand of 
mine enemy; thou hast set my feetina large 
room. 

After explaining how the Psalms of David 
were used In the worship by the Hebrevs, the 
speaker related the experience of David while 
he was in troubie’’ and in ‘‘adversities,’’ 


and then preached for thirty minutes on the 
troubles of Hfe and bow to overcome them. 
He sald many things about practical charity 
toward people in need and in distress. Said 
be: Some so-cailed charitable people 
think they are dolhg enough when they 
contribute to {some organized charity a 
s mall sum to be bestowed onthe needy bya 
hired agent, or missionary. It you want to 
have a large biessing goin person to some 
needy one with provisions, er clothes, or 
money, or other expression of your sym- 
pathy: goas you go elsewhere; if you are 
rich, put or your djamonds, your jewels, 
your sealskin cloak and your best apparel; 
driveto the home of poverty in your best 
equippage; let the sufferer see you at your 
best and feel that you are able to help. and 
wiling to help; and that you are not too proud 
to approach the place of suffering. Put your 
own personality into your charity and make 
it thus the more helpful. ‘*‘Donot make the 
poor feel that there le a great gulf between 
you and them, David said, Thou hast con- 
sidered my trouble. If you want te heipa 
troubled one effectively consider the trouble 
you are torelicye. If we could only get those 
able to help us to consider our trouble we 
would seldem go in need of a helping band. 
Ine world will not consider one’s trouble. 
It will quickly rebuke and condemn and 
censure the troubled, but give no just 
consideration to thejtrouble. God corsiders 
the troubles of bis servants and provides an 
intelilgent and thorough relief. Some of our 
Christian efforts to help the troubled who are 
in poverty and need are really cruel. A poor 
fellow, half starved, knocks at cliarity’s door; 
his nume, his age, his home, his ped'gree is 
asked, his circumstances are investigated, 
and at the end of a few hours of 
further hunger and suffering he is turned over 
to an officer of some society for relief, and 
gets a dime ora dollar with an air that seems 
to say poor devil, we can’t see you starve, 
but you ought tu have had better iuck.’’ Or- 
ganized charity is ali right, but the people 
who give help m les the bless- 
ing of their benefaction by failing 
to get get into personal contact with the 
needy. Speaking of the triumph of faith 
over enemies and difficulties Mr. Deering 
said: ‘

Oongressman Wade of the Thirteenth Mis- 
sour! District is im the city to-day on his way 
te Washington to attend the adjourned ses- 
sion ef Congress. Mr. Wade is one of the 
many Republican victims of the Democratic 
tidal wave which swept the country last 
month. He accepts his defeat for re-election 
ima philosophical way and says that it was 
against his will that he made the race in the 
last campaign. Speaking to a Post- DISPATCH 
representative at the Laclede Hotel this 
morning he said: I am going through te 
attend the short session, and when I get there 
I will meet a number of Republicans whe like 
myseif were defeated for re-election. What 
was it that defeated me? Why 
the very same thing that beat the others; it 
Was the cyclone. The Democratic speakers 
generally ascribed every evil that existed to 
the McKiniey bill and disoussed it in a man- 
testly unfair manner. Then the shop ceepers 
took advantage of it to ren up prices and 
advised people to buy early and often to 
avoid high pries. Though defeated, 
I am as strong in my advocacy 
of protection as ever. The McKinley bill is a 
good measure, it fits the Republican national 
platform and it will bemefit the people. I 
don’t believe that there will be any attempt 
from the Republican side to amendit. I can 
only say that if the Republicans showed a dis- 
position to do this it would put them im the 
attitude of a lot of jackasses. 

THERE WERE OTHER CAUSES. 

Now outin my district there were other 
Gauses‘aside from the Democratic m isrepre- 
sentation ofthe McKinley bill. There were 
some gentlemen out there who ceuld not be 
given the offices they wanted and they felt 
aggrieved and even hostile. The fesiing be- 
tween the two sections of 8pringfield in the 
matter of the post-office site alsa cut a 
big figure. A potential factor was 
tne feeling of the farmers. With 
them it was not the tariff, but the money 
question.

English newspapers reproduce this record: 

In addition te the record break of 3,304, 
the Brixtonian compiled during the wee 1,637. 
1, 494, , 747, 611, 887, 551, 5612, several over 
460. and O4unfinished. When play céased on 
Friday night the respective totule stood: 
Poall, 12,501; Dawson, 5,187; the former being 
In possession with with an unfinished 802 ( 
spote). This he made into 487 (144 spots), and 
subsequently adding a couple of smal! runs 
and 1,08! (184 spots) unfinished, as againsc 
50 and 117 (89 spots) on the part of bis oppo- 
nent. Ide scores at the adjournment were: 
Peall, 13,761; Daweon, 6,634. In the evening 
the Brixtonian soon concluded matters, for 
after making the break up to 1,637 (194 and 172 
pages), be ran right out with 604, anfiniened 
( spots), thus winning by 9,320 pointe.

In a 12,000- point ‘‘spot barred’’ match at Ea- 
glish billiards played during the same period 
ead tea John Roberts vanquished Expert 
McNeil, after conceding him 4,500 points start, 
by a score of 12,000 to 11,277 points.

After Monmouth Park Bookmakers. 


The Grand-jury of Monmouth County, N. J., 
at the OCetober term of court at Freehold, 
found indictments against several persons 
who were arrested during the summer for 


making books on the races at Monmouth Park, 
the New York Herald states. Ihe bad been 
held !n smal! bail by Lone Branoh Justice of 
the peace, pending the action of the Grand- 
jury. After indictments were found the men 
fulled to appear. Up to last week none of 
them bad pleaced to the indictments and their 
ball was declared forfeited. Judge Conover 
ordered that the bookmakers be Drought into 
court on writs of capias. These writs were 
given to Constabie Charles K. Strong, yet 
none ofthe mon were apprehended. Tospur 
up the Constable the jadge issued an order on 
him to shew cause why he had not compiied 
with the order of the court. 

Mr. — was questioned yesterday as to 
his efforts in the matter. Producing ali the 
warrants against the indicted gamblers he 
handed them to Judge Conover. In reply to 
the question as to whether he had made any 
special effort to servethe papers by goin 
outside the county the constable sald he ha 
been told by Presecutor Haight, wheis now 
In the Bermudas for hie health, not to serve 
them, for it he did he would not pay him for 
serving tbe papers and bringing the men in- 
to court. 

Judge Conover was astonished. He swept 
the warrant into his desk and resumed the 
current of business. Right ontop of Consta- 
bie Strong’s disclosures of the way the 
Prosecutor of the Pleas had set at defiance the 
order ofthe Court came the appointment by 
Judge Conover of Hon. Chas. H. Ivins of Red 
Bank, Assemblyman-elect from the Second 
District,as temporary prosecutor. Judge Con- 
over announced that the appointment was 
sanctioned by Chief Justice Beasly, under 
whose advice he had acted. Prosecutor 
Haight bas aske d that his assistant, John W. 
Harts, should be appointed to serve durinag 
his absence, but the Court has made a clean 
sweep. 

Mr. Ivins was sworn in by Judge Conover, 
and afterwards announced thathe would at- 
tend personally to the work of his mew office 
and do without an assistant. 

Yesterday afternoon Jona Daly, Ike Thomp- 
son, Joseph Cotton, Kelly and Jobn Thomp- 
son, five of the indicted bookmakers whose 
ponds had been declared forfeited by the 
Court previous to the appointment of Mr. 
Ivins, wentto Freehold and were arraigned 
before Judge Conover. They pleaded not 
guilty, and John Dally.qualified as their 
bondsman in the sum of each. They will 
be tried the day after Christmas. 


Water Polo. 


Water polo promises to become as popular 
in America asin England. The New York Sun 
pubiished some time ago the rules of the game 
played across the Atlantic, but with the grow- 
ing interest it was found necessaryto make 


extensive revisions and a areat many new 
points have been covered. F. J. Wells, Cap- 
tain ofthe New York Athletic Club team, is 
credited with getting up the most comprehen- 
sive rules for the sport aud they have been 
generally accepted. They read as follows: 

I. The ball to be an Association football 
(Na. 3) not lees than 8and not more than 9 
ipches in diameter. 

2 The goals to be boards about 4 feet long 
and 12 inches wide, marked goal in large let- 
ters, one to be placed at either end of tank 
about Is inches above water line. 

3. To score a goal the board must de 
touched by the ball in the hand of an oppos- 
ing player, and the greatest number of goals 
to count game. 

4. Tho contesting teams shall consist of six 
a side, with one reserve wan who can take the 
place of one of his side in case of disable- 
ment, and receive prize if on winning side. 

5. Time of play, 20 minutes—)0 minutes each 
way and 5 minutes rest at half time. 

6. The captains shall be playing members of 
teams they represent, and shall toss for 
choice of ends of tank, the ends to be changed 
at balf time. 

7. Game to be started by refer ee throwing 
ball into center of tank, at the same time 
biowing a whistie. 

8. Ball going out of the tank to be thrown in 
center opposite where it crosses bounds. 

9. No player is allowed to interfere with an 
opponent unless such an opponent ie in actual 
contact with the bali or within three feet of it.

It shall also be a foul to hold 
any player by — part of his costume, 

10. A mark hall be placed on either side of 
tank, four feet from each goal, and no player 
may come within his opponent’s goal line (an 
— ory | line between these two marks) 
until the bali is put in play over thie line. The 
goal keeper alone may stand within it. It 
shall be a foul to cross this line ahead of the 
ball. 

II. Upon a goal ses oes Le ym tony the opposite 
teams go to their own end of the tank, and the 
ball te thrown by referee inte the center on 
play being resumed. 

II. Teams shail have an umpire at each goai 
line, who upon goal being made shall notify 
referee, who will biew a whistie and ansounce 
the same.

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GOULD'S GREAT 


THE COMPACT BETWKEN WESTERN ROADS 
SOON TO BE EXECUTED. 


An Amerpdment to the Interstate Con- 
merce Law to Be Asked to Carry Out the 
Plase—A Huge Locemotive—The‘ ‘Frozen 
Out Steckholders of the Houston & 
Texas Giving Huentingten Trouble. 


The great compact among the Western rail- 
roads will be éxecuted within a few days. It 
will be the most extensive arrangement of the 
kind ever formulated. All the roads engaged 
ia the through competitive traffic west of 
If there are any 
dissenting roads they will be denied pro- 
rating privileges until they fall into line. 

The compact, in effeat, will be the same as 
the old trunk-line pool. The total traffic will 
be divided among the roads by percentages. 
A clearing-house will be established, to which 
the business of the roads will be reported. 
Any road which carries more than its per- 
centage will have to pay over the ex- 
dess to the pool, and any road which falls 
short of its percentage will have its deficiency 
madeup. There will betwo ways of settling 
differences. One will be by diverting traffic 
to roads which fall under their percentages, 
and another will be by paying over money to 
make up the differences where the Grst plan 
is impracticable. Differential rates will be 
allowed to the roads less advantageously sit- 
uated, in order that they may secure in the 
natural course of traffic their alloted modi- 
cum. ' 

The scheme is the idea of Jay Gould. His 
repossession of the Union Pacific Railroad 
puts him in a position to enforce it, as that 
road is the key to the situation. It is the 
principal transcontinental route and the con- 
necting roads cannot afford to be denied the 
privilege of interchanging business with it. 
The compact will not alone comprise the 
pooling oftraffic, but will have a bearing on 
the construction of new lines in the territory 
embraced by the roads that sigan it. No road 
will be allowed to make extensions without 


the consent ofan executive committee con- 
sisting of representatives from all the roads. 

The compact is to last for five years, ac- 
cording to the present plan. The meeting to 
agree upon it will be heid in New York with- 
in a few days, probably the first of next 
week. Railroad managers have already begun 
to arrive there for the purpose of attending It. 
S. H. H. Clark, General Manager of the Gould 
Sonthwestern system, aud E. H. Millen, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Union Pacific, are now 
there. President R. R. Cable of the Rock 181 
and will arrive to-morrow. President C. P. 
Huntington will appear for the Southern 
Pacific, President Tuomas F. Oakes for the 
Nortbern Pacific, and George C. Magoun, 
Chairman of the Atchison Board of Directors, 
for that road. The representatives of the 
other lines have not yet been named. 

Although the provisions of the interstate 
commerce law seem to conflict with the ar- 
rangement it is said they cau be overcome. It 
is proposed, however, toask for an amend- 
ment to the law which will remove all poss!i- 
bie obstacies to the scheme. The ground upon 
which the appeal isto be made is that only 
by pooling can stability of rates be secured 
god that only by stability of rates can dis- 
crimination among shippers be prevented. 
The abolition of the long and short haul 
clause will also be asked. 

Mr. Goul@ and his son George spent some 
time at the Windsor Hotel New York, yes- 
terday. Mr. Gould discussed the fratiroad 
agreement at length. He argued that it 
would be the best rallroad agreement ever 
perfected for the business interests of the 
country. An increase of 1 mill a ton per mile 
for transportion would not beaburden on 
forwarders, and it would enable the raliroads 
to handle the business at a fair profit instead 
ot at a loss. No one derived a benefit from 
the losses of railroads, whereas the vorosperity 
ofthe railroads resulted in widespread pros- 
perity. Mr. Gould looked for better times 
during the com! year. He repeated his 
views, already expressedin the ORLD, on 
business subjects. He said he expected to see 
money much easier in January. 

Russell sage said the proposed railroad 
agreement would work incaiculeble | enefits 
to the business and financial interests. It 
would restore confidence among investors in 
railroad securities which represented four- 
fifths of the investments of thecountry. By 
providing stable rates it would enable abip- 
ee to conduct their business on asafer basis. 
Vben rates were unsetticd they were sub- 
jected to unnatural competition. 


Hoaston & Texas Troubles. 


C. PF. Huntington’s scheme to get control of 
he Houston 4 Texas Rallroad encountered 
another obstacie yesterday, when R. H. Sau- 
dale, attorney for a large number of the old or 


frozen out’’ stockhoiders, sent a notice to 
the Governing Board of the Stock Exchange 
protesting against the listing of the new 
bonds of the reorganized company, says the 
New York WORLD. This action may prove 
very embarrassing to the promoters of the re- 
organization echeme, as every legal obstacie 
will be placed in the Huntington combina~ 
tion’s way. 

Another and much more serious trouble 
threatens the holders of the new bonds. It 
has been discovered during a recent argument 
of the case before United States Circuit Judge 
Pardee at New Orleans that, under the act of 
— Legislature of Texas which granted the 

ouston & Texas Central Rallway nearly 6, 
000, 000 acres of land, there is a saving clause 
which provides that unly the old railway can 
retain the land. Under the foreclosure, which 
was agreed to by Huntington’s friendly 
board of directors, ‘he land was bought in by 
Frederick W. Olcott of the Central Trust Co. 
atalowfigure. The plan of the reorganiza- 
tion required that the entire railway plant, 
franchise and lands should be turned over by 
Olcott to the new company. 

But now this company has no right under 
the laws of Texas to own more land than is 
absolutely necessary for the purposes of the 
road for roadbeds, turrouts, switches, etc., 
and therefore it cannot acquire good title to 
the lands which were the property of the old 
cowpany. The real sltuation appears when 
itis known that these 5,000,000 acres repre- 
sent a great part of the securiiy ofthe bond- 
holders. If the land carmsot be transferred 
then the bondholders will lose secuggy, which, 
at the low estimate of lan acre, mens $5,000, - 
000. The land, however, is estimated as worth 
at least 325, 000, 000. 

Another pertinent question which looms up 
is, if the new company does not get these 
lands who does? Huntington, or the Southern 
Pacific Rallway, or the State of Texas?
